■us gives Cincinnati a population ot 
S26,000, lU registration is U^O, and 
a citizens' committee has been organ- 
izing for systematic work Aith deie.- 
tives for arrests on Tuesday. It is 
cladtted also that flotontiatlons have 
bMO nuds iB some ot the close con- 
grMMioAal districts. Ohio has now 
Republican and six Demo<'rati<' con 
grsssmen. The Republicans are trying 
bard to gain a congressman in th ' 
Third district, where N. F. Biokley 
(Dem.) and K. M. Nivin (Hep.) aie 
the candidates, and tliis is niu' of the 
districts in which charges of Iraud aie 
made on both sides. 

In the Fifteenth and Twentieth dis- 
tricts the Democrats are hoping to 
make gains. In the Fifteenth distric t 
Congressman Van Voorbis (ilep.),whj 
is mnning for the fifth tefta, Is op- 
poRcd by L. W,. Bllenwood, (Dem.), and 
the Republicans have some factional 
trouble, but the re-election of Van 
Voorhif is generally conceded. In the 
Twentieth district Congressman Phil- 
llp4 la an independent candidate 
against Jacob A. Beidler (Rep.), who 
defeated Phillips for renomlnatlon, 
and the Democrats hope to ele.'t 
H. D. Harrington. On account of the 
active work of Mayor J.-nes ot Toledo 
there la Mwae talk of Negley D. Coch- 
ran (Dem.), defeating Congressman 
Southard (Rep.), in the Ninth district, 
but the Jones vote is such an uncer- 
tain element this year in Ohio that it 
is not cutting much of a figure in the 
eetlmatee. 

In the Twelfth district Emmett 
Tompkins (Rep.) is making a hard 
fight to defeat John J. Lentz (Dem ). 
and on account of the action of Lentz 
against the administration in ..ne la^t 
congress special Interest Is lieing taken 
In this district. It Is currently re- 
ported that National Chairman nanna 
and State Chairman Dick have given 
special attention to the Twelfth. 

In PeiinKylvMiila. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 5. — There have 
been practically no developments in 
the i)ri'sideutlai campaign in tliis stati' 
and none are looked for beyond th<.- 
always to be expected last cards and 
tiie final c!;iims to be made by the 
state chairmen of the respective par- 
ties. The two most notable fights foi 
congress are in the Twenty-seventh 
and the Third districts. CongrMsman 
Joseph C. ni)ley, who wad ele/tcil two 
years ago as a Democrat from tliib 
district by .i plurality of 2.381 over C. 
W. Stone (Rep.), but who during the 
recent session of congress announced 
his allegiance to the Republl;an party, 
is the candidate against Lewis Em- 
ery, jr.

Lincoln, Neb.. Nov. 6.— Mr. Bryan 
was asked for a statement as to the 
probable outcome of the election. In 
reply he said: "The fight has been 
made and won. Money and coercion 
robbed ua of a victory in 1896, but 1 
believe they will be powerless to 
change the result this time. The pco 
pie are in earnest and very tew can 
be bought. Our organization Is much 
better than it was in 1806 and there 
fore there Is less danger in frauds. 
So tar attempts at intimidation have 
been rare this year where they were 
very common in 1896, and even where 
intimidation has been attempted It has 
angered the employes rather than co- 
erced them."

When Mr. Bryan 
reached Lincoln be had been absent 
from his h'^me for about five and one- 
half weeks. During that time he has 
traveled aliout 9.000 miles and has 
made about 60 speeches. Previv>us to 
entering upon this tour and since the 
campaign has begun he had made at 
least lUO speeches and bad travded 
about 7.000 miles, making about iG.ooo 
miles traveled and 600 speeches deliv 
ered by the national candidate during 
his campaign. 

Deb4 Will Stick. 
Milwaukee. Nov. 5.— Eugene V. Debs 
win not withdraw as a candidate for 
president, on the Social Democratic 
ticket in favw ot Bryan or any oDe| 
else. He communicates this informa- 
tion in a telegram to Victor L. Berger, 
a leading Social l>emocrat of this city. 
The message reads 4S follows: "Soon- 
er will McKlnley retire in favor of 
Bryan, or Bryan retire In favor of 
McKlnley, than that I will retire in 
favor of either, i am in thiB llffht un- 
til the end of my life."

Many piopert.v 
owners were disposed to defend their 
rights by taking the law In their own 
hands. The arrival of troops prevent- 
ed bloodt-hed and serious disorder. 

There were about 500 men working 
on the beach at Nouie with machinery 
at one time, and many declined 
to give annwers concerning the pros 
pects for goli, while others admitted 
that they were taking out only from 
(1 to |ti a day. The beach was practl ■ 
cally worked out last year. 

General Itan lall devoted consider- 
able siiace to the natives of Alaska, 
and says that the Esqulman.x has been 
unnoticed by those he has befriended 
and has been allowed to die for the 
lack cf proper <are and fool. Foi- 
years he has extended his hospitality 
to adventurous white men and his In;! 
has been the shelter of shipwrecked 
sailors and frostbitten miners. 

In clcjsing this particular feature of 
his report tJeneral Rar.dall says: in 
many parts of the I'nlted States pro 
vision has been made for the Indian. 
Reservations have been set apart for 
him and fcKxl and clothing supplied. 
In Alaska It was not necessary here 
tofore to do much, but the great rush 
of white men that followed the dls 
coverles of gold has completely chang 
ed everyihing. Thi- game and fur 
bearing animals have about disappeared 
and the natives' means ot subsistence 
are gone. I therefore recommend thai 
the g'Ttvernment afford some reliet (O 
the natives until such time as they can 
take care of tiicuiselves." 

Qtielli'd the Tribiil W nr 
Victoria, B. C, Nov. 5.— The German 
corvette Moewe, according to advices 
from the South seas, has reached Syd 
ney and reports that she was called on 
to quell a tribal war on one of the .\d 
miralty Islands. Word was receive i 
by her commander that a section of 
fighters armed with rifies from a pirate 
had butihered l.^O natives, and tue 
Moewe went to the scene. Arriving off 
the village, a landing party consisting 
of 120 Germans put off under four oi 
fleers and opened fire on the rebellions 
natives. Tlie la'ter made a stu'.)uorn 
Stand and returned the fire ^<t tli " 
landing party. Their aim was bad and 
only three casualties resulted, six of 
the natives being shut down. Event- 
ually the e.xpeditiou returned to the 
warship, which steamed close Into the 
beach and shelled the Tillage with de- 
structlva resiilts. 

ADotber Mine He ror. 
BuckhaandB. W. Va., Nov. 6.— By an 

explosion la the coal mines at Berrys- 
burg, Barbour county, 10 men were 
hurled into eternity and the property 
considerably damaged. The Bcii7«- 
burg mines are In the great Batliour 
field, about six miles above Phlllppi 
The explosion was heard distinctly ui 
that place. Buildings were Jarred and 
many thougf^t It was an earthquake. 
Many men were at work in the mines 
at the time of tli.' accident and th: 
work of rescue was pushed as rapidly 
aa poaalble. A number were injured 
and some of these may die. It is said 
that the explosion was not of gas, bm 
was caused by dynamite. There had

Lyons, France, Nov. 6. — No disor- 
ders marred thi' ccren.ony of unveiling 
the monument to the late President 
Carnot here or the luncheon tendered 
President Loubet by the chamber of 
commerce which followed the unveil- 
inj;, although the So. ialist committee 
had posted bills caiiing upon their fol- 
lowers to make a demonstration In 
protest against the chamber of com- 
merce, which is regarded by them as 
clerical and reailiniary. There was 
an Imposing mobilization of troops 
along the route to the monument The 
unveiling ceremonies were Impressive. 

I'l ior to Pre.-;;dent Loubet's speech 
he .lunounccd tl al he lia<i rci civi'd the 
following telfgram from Emperor 
Nicholas at Llvadia: "The unveiling 
oif a monument to one of your illus- 
trious predecessoi ;4 vividly rt ininds me 
ot the iiui'ortuit scrvi;.s ri'nd. red lo 
France by the late President Carnct, 
and his active co-operation In the 
great work of luinging together, with 
essential p;iciiic objec ts, our friendly 
and allied countries. In heartily asso- 
ciating myself with this ceremony I 
beg that you will ever believe In my 
simere and unchanging friendship." 

After the applause had subsided M. 
Loubet said: "Krance is grateful for 
the expression of such sentiments. In 
my reply I believe I have been the In- 
u rpreter of the teelinj of all French 
citizens." 

M. Loubet's reply to the ez u- was ss 

follows: "I am deeply touched by your 
majesty's generous thottght In associ- 
ating hinis-df with tlie houurge ren- 
dered to the memory ot Carnot by the 
City of Lyons. France highly appre- 
ciates this fresh token of aftecti^uiate 
sympathy. Nor does she forget the 
part youi- ilhistrious father took with, 
as you so well say, essentially pacifle 
objects, in bringing together friendly 
and allied countries; and she piously 
unites in lier veneratlv»n and her mem- 
ory tlie naiiies of Alt-xander and Car- 
not it is not only In my oArn name, 
but In the name ot all France, that I 
present to your majesty my warm 
thanks."
